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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argunnents are not persuasive. The applicant 
primarily argues that the source and drain of the instant invention are not interchangeable. The examiner still maintains that Kadosh 
shows the elements of the claims in a reverse bias situation. Source and drains are designated as such based on biasing. Liu further 
shows that the source and drain are interchangeable. Because Kadosh discloses an asymetrical device that solves the same problems 
disclosed by the instant application, the applicant has not discovered anything new. One of ordinary skill would know from Kadosh that 
such an asymetrical device, with a source extension deeper than a drain or vica versa, solves hot carrier effects. With respect to the 
argued dependent claims, as it was stated in the rejection, discovering the optimum depth and concentration of the dopants only involves 
routine skill! in the art. 
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
